Soma new views of rather a remarkable char¬ 
acter, have recently been spread before the good 
people here and elsoivbero, of which you have 
doubtless had some iiitimaiiun. They relate to 
a social reform, or a re-organization of society, 
and were origiiiaiej, is 1 believe, by Charles 
Fourier, of France. They are brought before 
the American public iu a work on Association 
by Albert Brisbane, long a pupil of Fourior, aud 
now a most ardent and intelligent advocate of 
his views. There is certainly much truth, of a 
negative character, in Mr. Brisbane’s work. 
That society, as it now exists, embodies discor¬ 
dant and conllicting interests, poverty, misery, 
and crime, and that men are united by no com¬ 
mon bond of interests, no one will deny. The 
question is not—are these things so ? but is the 
grand panacea for all these evils to be found in 
association ? That is Mr. Brisbane’s doctrine ; 
and, as I understand, it is substantially this:— 
That man was not made for insolated exertion : 
that the Divinity created man with passions 
which can only be rightly developed and ligiti- 
mately exercised in large associations. For ex¬ 
ample, he maintains th.n ambition, that leads 
men in savage and civilized societies to engage 
in war and carnage, would lead them, in associa¬ 
tion, to aim at the highest degree of perfection 
in art, science, and industry, which offer such an 
immense field to human activity. He main¬ 
tains that 290 or 300 families, say about 2,000 
persons, united in a well organized association, in 
which a great variety of occupations are prosecut¬ 
ed, so that different tastes, and inclinations can be I 
satisfied, by the attraction which a favorite branch 
of industry possesses for each individual, thus 
giving pleasing occupation to different ages and 
sexes, to different tastes and talents, is a deside¬ 
ratum and ultimatum to be sought by the philan¬ 
thropist with all his might. Fie maintains that 
by thus combining strength and talent, making the 
interests of all the interest of each, and vice 
versa, production would be greatly increased; and 
by introducing a system of sharehold property, 
individual rights, liberty and properly, would be 
respected. A just division of profits, according 
to labor, capital, and skill, is also embraced in 
the plan. If the shrewd, calculating, money¬ 
getting Yankees will not look at this plan, I know 
not who will; for Mr. Brisbane proposes that 
300 families cultivate one extensive and ele¬ 
gant domain, instead of 300 little farms; that 
consequently the expenses of guarding the se¬ 
parate interests of each farmer will be saved. 
For instance 300 fences, 300 barns, 300 teams ; 
&c. &c., will be replaced by a requisite number, 
and vast economy will be the consequence. 
That part of his plan which we think will meet 
with the most opposition is this—Instead of the 
300 insolated dwellings of his 300 families, he 
proposes that a large and commodious edifice be 
erected in the centre of the domain, which should 
be, so to speak, a village under one roof, where 
rooms and suits of rooms, with different prices 
to suit all the classes, are to be rented, with 3 
or 4 kitchens, and 30 or 40 cooks who shall en¬ 
gage in this department from attraction, because 
they love it, instead of 3u0 kitchens, and 300 
women who are obliged to do what is disagree¬ 
able to them often in the extreme. He proposes 
that families be provided with meals in tlieir 
rooms, or at the public tables, as their inclination 
or means dictate. .And as all are guaranteed the 
chance of producing, the wishes ol' all, as far as 
wealth goes, can be gratified. He maintains 
that the advantages offered women in association 
are very great, as labor is secured to her, and an 
adequate compensation ; hence, that many temp¬ 
tations to crime which now beset women, will 
be removed. He endeavors also to show that 
the increase of production eflected by employ¬ 
ing the now nearly non-producing classes, viz., 
women and children, would be very great. He 
maintains that to increase production, tu avoid 
waste, to produce unity of interests, instead of 
the conflict and discordance that now exists, to 
elevate woman in the true sense of the term, to 
remove harrassing care and anxiety for the fu¬ 
ture, by securing each individual against want, 
by securing to each attractive industry, thus re¬ 
moving many of the present temptations to idle¬ 
ness, sensuality and crime, we must have asso¬ 
ciations. I am sure that all philantropists must 
acknowledge the justness of the criticism on the 
present social order cniitained in Mr. Brisbane’s 
svork, and lament the existence of such a state 
of things ; and should a trial be made based up¬ 
on the views there set forth, we should run slight 
risk of being in a worse condition by a failure. 
If each individual has an attraction for some par¬ 
ticular department of labor, and an association 
could be formed where the particular taste of 
each individual could be gratified, that part of it 
would certainly be delightful. We all know the 
miseries of repugnant industry. With what anx¬ 
iety and disgust have we gone through a piece 
of work whicli might have been very attractive 
to another person, and with what joy have we 
turned to the pen or pencil, or something which 
would be equally repugnant with out hated oc¬ 
cupation to another. 

We can easily conceive that if groups of per¬ 
sons were engaged iu attractive occupations, they 
would not only execute their work with delight, 
but with a great increase of skill. The emula¬ 
tion of difl'erent groups would also contribute 
much to both these ends. We see how power¬ 
ful the passion for a particular employment be¬ 
comes in many instances. Indeed, tt is often 
so powerful ao to break down all obstacles, and 
those obstacles too, which would be entirely in¬ 
surmountable where the attraction was weaker.
